GENERAL INDEXES 

The indexing of general periodicals Is 
now on a very different basis from what 
It was two years ago. Poole's Index, 
(Guide, p. 7), and its annual supplement a^ 
published In the Annual library Index 
(Guide, p. 7-8) have been discontinued 
and the indexing of books and periodicals 
80 long carried on by the latter work Is 
now being continued by an expansion of 
the Readers' guide (Guide, p. 8, 8uppi. 
1909-10, p. 7) which, beginning with 1913 
appears in two sections, the Readers' 
guide, and the Readers' guide supplement, 
described below. The Readers' guide now 
Indexes 90 periodicals and the Readers' 
guide supplement Indexes 64, making a 
total of 144 as against the 148 formerly 
Indexed by the Readers' guide and the 
American library index. There has, how- 
ever, been a redistribution of titles. Of 
the 116 periodicals indexed in the Annual 
^Ck^^ library index for 1910, 62 are now in- 
dexed in the Readers' guide, 23 in the 
Readers' guide supplement, 16 In the An- 
nual magazine subject index, 3 in the 
Book review digest, and 2 in the Indus- 
trial arts index, while 21 have been 
dropped altogether and their places taken 
by other titles which seem to promise 
greater usefulness. The annual list of 
bibliographies and certain other features 
of the Annual library index are continued 
in the new American library annual, and 
the section on dates so long a useful fea- 
ture of the American library index is 
continued by the Index to dates. For 
description of the American library an- 
nual see p. 38; for the Index to dates, 
see p. 9.

erences are given at the ends of articles. There 
are minor differences between the English and the 
American edition, e. g., the English edition has 
clearer impressions of^ most of the illustrations, 
especially the plates, and the American edition 
gives for American cities the statistics of the 
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1910 census instead of the Afura of the 1900 
census given in the English edition. The binding 
recommended for library use is the special Chivers 
niger-morocco binding of the English edition.

Based upon 
the 3d ed. of the HtTzog'H^VLok'Real'encyklop&die, 
and so Protestant in tone, but not biased. Is not 
a mere translation of the German work, however, 
as much of the material has been condensed, fresh 
material added and the bibliographies extended^ a^d 
improved. Is not limited to the Christian religion 
but includes articles on other religions and relig- 
ious leaders. Covers the whole field of biblical, his- 
torical and contemporary theology, church history 
and religious biography, including separate articles 
on all sects, denominations and churches, organiza- 
tions and societies, missions, doctrines, controver- 
sies, etc. Biographical notices include those of men 
still living. The strongest feature of the work is 
the bibliographical feature which is in three forms 
— (1) an excellent general bibliographical survcv, 
with critical comment, in the preface (xii-xxiv), 
(2) the bibliographical appendix at the beginning of 
each volume which gives recent literature, and (3) 
the fine bibliographies appended to each article.

The price 
of the sets puts them beyond the reach of 
the small or medium sized library and the 
work is too special to be of much use ex- 
cept in a theological library, a large gen- 
eral reference library or a library which 
specializes in mediaeval and ecclesiastical 
history and literature. For historical sub- 
jects the two dictionaries by Cabrol and 
Baudrillart are the most useful of the 
series.
